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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the applicant's argument that "an 
inherent centering function" in not necessarily present in the prior art, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. To further illustrate the 
centering fucntion as taught by Urushibata (US 6,757,403) the Examiner points additionally to Figures 5-9 where both horizontal and 
vertical centering of the armature are clearly illustrated (especially clear in Fig. 9). Further, the applicant merely claims that the armature is 
"substantially centered" and neither specifies whether centering is horizonal nor vertical and leaves the degree of centering open for 
interpretation by the Examiner. Additionally, Usushibata clearly teaches the need for the armature being fixed to the bobbin with a 
clearance between the base of the bobbin and armature to prevent direct contact between the side plate and bobbin when in operation 
(See col. 3, lines 1-10). Urushibata teaches the armature generally parallel to the plate and spaced apart from the base portion (See col. 
6, lines 28-47). It is the opinion of the Examiner that Ursuhibataclearly provides the inherent centering function. . 
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
